Ward No. V, 

The boundary of th< ward No. V shall start from Ghuarl 
Khad bridge on Yol Dharamsala road and runs East ward 
along Yol Dharamsala road upto its junction with Patiala 
road (Piru Singh Chowk) and where M.E.S. B.P. No. 4 is 
also situated. From the point and M.E.S. B.P. No. 40 the 
boundary runs through M.E.S. B.P. Nos. 41, 42, 43, 44, 45, 


46, 47, 48, 49 and upto 50. From M.E.S. B.P. No. 50 the 
boundary runs North West direction along the common 
boundary of Tikas Lehsar and Banorru upto the point of 
interception it with Ghuari Khad which is also cantonment 
boundary. From the point of interception with Ghauri Khad 
and common boundary of Lehsar Banorru the boundary 
runs in Northern direction along the Ghuari Khad upto the 
Ghuvari Khad bridge on Yol Dharamsala road i.e. starting 
point. 

Ward No. VI. 

The boundary of this ward Nos VI shall start from the 
point of interception of the common boundary line of Tika 
Chatair and Khas Yoi with Ghuari Khad and runs in South 
Eastern direction along the common boundary line of Tika 
Chatair Khas Yol and northern perimeter of Camp No. 27 
upto the trijunction of Patiala road with Lower Mall read 
from the trijunction on Patiala road with Lower mall road 
tile boundary runs In South ward direction along the Patiala 
road upto its junction with Yol Dharamsala road known as 
Piru Singh Chowk. From the junction the boundary runs 
North West direction along Yol Dharamsala road upto the 
Ghuari Khad bridge on Yol Dharamsala road. From Ghuari 
Khad bridge the boundary runs in Northern direction along 
the Ghauri Khad which is also cantonment boundary upto 
the point of interception of common boundary line of flka 
Chatair-Khaj Yol with Ghuari Khad i.e. starting point 1 , 
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
